The range of abilities in reading com 
prehension and in word analysis, the range 
of abilities to work together cooperative- 
ly and to work independently were recoge- 
nized by good teachers long before there 
were any standardized tests to verify 
judgments, The recognition of these var- 
iations has led to a large number of ad- 
ministrative plans for dealing with them, 


The teacher, in the sense that she plans 
and direéts activities, is an administra- 
tor of her classroom, The good adminis= 
trator has a comprehensive picture of what 
needs to be done and plans its execution. 
He calls in others when he needs advice 
and turns over to his subordinates as much 
as they can adequately handle, 


Some teachers, who contribute much in 
the ways in which they help children grow, 
are asking for help, not in techniques of 
teaching nor in principles of learning -- 
they know those == but in the realm of ade 
ministration of the several reading groups 
which they feel must be organized to elim- 
inate the Procrustean method of fitting 
all comers to the same bed -=stretch them 
out if they're too short, cut them off if 
Our immediate problem 
is, then, How shall we go about the admin-e 
istering of this program? 


Prerequisites for Planning 
This discussion of the planning and 


| guiding the simu! taneous activities of 


several reading groups is based upon four 


conditions, Unless each of these condi- 
tions operates, the teacher can neither 
plan efficiently nor guide effectively. 


First, one must be ready to work -- 
to expend both mental energy and time, 
Good teaching is not easy, though it 
should look easy to the outsider, A 
superior teacher in a demonstration school 
burst forth one day at the lunch table, 
"Three times this morning observers im= 
plied or said to me 'Yes, I, too, could 
teach like you do, if my children were as 
well-behaved as the children in your 
class,’ I work my head off to keep things 
moving smoothly, but all the observers see 
are the results." Only one with second 
sight could foretell all that may occur in 
a classroom, but the wise teacher is suf-= 
ficiently prepared to make optimum use of 
situations which may arise, 


A second condition of successful plan= 
ning and guidance is that the teacher must 
know children, She must know what degree 
of self-direction sever. and eight and 
nine=year-olds are capable of, She must 
know the interests of children at various 
age levels. She must know how long they 
can be expected to stay at one activity. 


Thirdly, the teacher must know the pare 
ticular children with whom she is living, 
What do these children need? What are 
they capable of doing? ‘Yhat are their ace 
tivities outside school? What are their 
unfulfilled desires? How well can they

work together? ‘hat experiences have they 
had in self-direction? “het is the read- 
ing level of each one? In how large a 
group can these children work together 
effectively? 


The final condition is that the teacher 
understand hor children learn, What are 
the characteristics of a child with an ac- 
tive, questioning mind? How does he go 
about solving problems? How does he ace 
quire new skills? The teacher understands, 
for instance, that a business-like hum in 
the classroom is at times more to be de= 
sired than death-like silence, because 
working childrn are not naturally silent 
for long periods at a time, 


Further discussion, then, will assume 
that the teacher is willing to spend time 
and earnest thought, knows children in 
general and these children in particuler, 
and understands how children learn and the 
characteristics of the mentally active 
child. 


Planning for Individual Groups 





The teacher who in learning to teach 
with several groups of children active at 
once, must, initially, plan for each group 
in great detail, Writing very complete 
plans pushes one to think carefully. With 
experience, the detail and consequently, 
part of the time neaessary for planning, 
can be dispensed with, In part, guiding 
simultaneous reading groups is a skiil, 
and, as in learning any skill, the care- 
ful, methodical approach in the initial 
stages pays off well in the ond, 


The steps in the teacher's planning 
might proceed by asking and answering a 
series of questions, Since grouping is 
most effective when it is not too rigid, 
one asks, is the personnel of each group 
appropriately selected? Are there changes 
that should be made at this time? Satis- 
fied that the children are correctly 
placed in groups, the teacher then pro 





































ceeded to examine each group separately, 
Taking each group alone, she asks, where 
are they now? ‘hat do they need == in 
information, in ideas, in tools? What 
suggestions have the children made on 
which we can cavitalize? How can these 
facts be gathered, the ideas developed, 
the tools acquired? What materiais will 
be helpful? 


Here the teacher plans best who lets 
his imagination soar. Forget about what 
seems feasible and think about what might 
be done, Then come back to the earth, but 
gently, so as to keep hold of some of 
those things that may not be so imprace 
ticable after all, The children, for 
example, who collect words from print, 
but not ideas -- instead of telling, from | 
the story, how the Indians made clay bowls 
couldn't they try making bowls as the 
story says the Indian did? And the chile 
dren who have difficulty in sounding words — 
couldn't they play a game designed to 
sharpen auditory discrimination rather 
than endlessly drawing a line "through 
the word that is different?

The final question to consider in re= 
gard to each group is at what points the _ 
children will need teacher guidance, The |

Coordinating the Groups ; 


The next problem, then is to bring the | 
individual plans together, What about ‘ 
space?

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Do We Need a New Constitution? 





The Reorganization Committee, under the 
direction of David Cline, chairman, has 
prepared a new constitution for the 
approval of the membership, It appears on 
pages 4-7 of this Bulletin. 


The major change which appears in the 
new constitution is one designed to make 
for a more stable administration of the 
Council's affairs. Officers under the new 
Constitution are elected for a period of 
three years. 


In addition, members of the proposed 
Executive Board will act as chairmen of 
permanent committees, and so will have a 
more active part in the functions of the 
Council, 


The Advisory Board is continued under 
the new Constitution. 


Machinery is set up which will legalize 
the chartering of Local Councils, and pro- 
vide for help to newly-formed Local 
Councils by the International Council. 


An alternate proposal for reorganization 
is printed on page 8 of the Bulletin, It 
provides for a loosening of the present 
constitutional ties on the elected 
officers, under certain restrictions. 





If any member has additional suggestions 
for amendments to the present constitution, 
it is recommended that he prepare 50 copies 
of the proposal to the business meeting on 
May 7, so that it can be carefully examined 
by the voting members.

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Durrell Speaks at I.C.I.R.I. Meeting 





At the meeting sponsored by the I.C.I.R.J 
in conjunction with the American Associ- 
ation of School Administrators in Phila- 
delphia on March 28, Dr. Donald Durrell 
addressed a group of about 200 teachers 
interested in improving their reading 
instruction. 


The importance of reading as a tool was 
emphasized by Dr. Durrell. Reading 
should be taught through the subject areas, 
as part of the process of child develop- 
ment. 


The teacher's responsibility for point- 
ing up a variety of tastes and interests 
in reading for her pupils, and the child's 
need for independent mastery of reading 
skills and abilities was brought out by 
Dr. Durrell. He also showed the need for 
real projects in developing social respon= 
sibility in school children, 


Four uses of reading were mentioned: 
first, the inspirational and emotional; 
second, that which involves learning from 
people; third, that which enables you to 
learn about the world about you; and 
fourth, reading for personal development. 


The need for all teachers to know about, 
and help children to understand these 
uses of feading was brought out in Dr, 
Durrell's conclusion.

CONSTITUTION OF THE INTERNATIONAL COUNCIL 
FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF READING INSTRUCTION 


Article I = Name 


The name of this organization shall be 
THE INTERNATIONAL COUNCIL FOR THE IMPROVE— 
MENT OF READING INSTRUCTION, 


Article II — Purposes 
The purposes of the Council shall be: 


1. To stimlate and encourage research in: 

ae developmental, corrective, and reme-~s 

dial instruction in reading, 
b. the diagnosis of disabilities in read= 
ing, 

ce. readability, 

ad. the improvement of textbook construc= 
tion from the point of view of the 
reading problems therein and of their 
effect on reading instruction; 

2. To publish results of pertinent, sig- 
nificant investigation and experimen= 
tation to the end that general prac-= 
tices in reading instruction be im- 
proved, 

3. To encourage study of the problems of 
reading instruction by its members and 
to encourage better practices in all 
phases of instruction in reading.

an active member of such committee, group, 
etc. 





Section 6: Advisory members shall be 
elected by three-quarters vote of the 
Assembly or by unanimous vote of the 
Executive Board. Usually they should be 
chosen from among leaders in the field of 
reading instruction or reading research, 
They will be members of the International 
Advisory Council for the Improvement of 
Reading Instruction. 





Section 7: Members of Local Councils, 
memberS—atelarge, and advisory members are 
also members of the International Council 
for the Improvement of Reading Instruction,

It should be noted that all of the scr- 
vices rendered by members to the Council 
are voluntary expressions of their profcs- 
sional snirit. Such services represent a 
real sacrifice of time and effort by very 
busy people, 


I trust that my assumption of authority 
will be forgiven, It seemed cssential to 
the continuance of the Council. In any 
event, revision of the Constitution and 
the election of a new president will be 
possible at the annual meeting,.. which 
must be held in May, 1949. In the nean-= 
time, the activities of the Council can 
continue,

Much delay will be avoided, if 
its proposals are the expression of the 
desires of all mombers, It therefore 
becomes the duty of cach of us to study 
the Recommendations and the Constitution 
and to inform the committee of our con= 
clusions,

desire to contribute financially to tho

Sec, 7. The annual dues for active mom- 
bers shall be ‘1,00 and for sustaining 
members *10,00, 

Article IV = Administration

The Executive Board shall cone 
sist of the clected officers of the 
Council and, when there be onc, the 
Past President of the Council and four 
permanent members, 


Article III = Types of membership 


Sec. 1. Mombership shall be designated 
as active or susteining. 


Sec. 4 The President, Vice-President, 
and Treasurer shall be elected by the 
Council to serve for a period of one 
year, They shall perform the duties 
commonly ascribed to these officers, 


Sec, 2. Applications or recommendations 
for membership must be made to the 
exccutive-secretary and the qualifica- 
tions approved by the Executive Board 
for the proposed member to become cli- 


gible to mombershin, Sec, 5. The four Delegates to tho Execu- 


tive Board shall serve for two years, 
tro delegates each to be elected in ale 
ternite years. In the original elec= 
tion following the adoption of this 
constitution, tvo delegetes shall be 
clected for one year and two for two 


Sec. 3. Active members shall includes 
ae Those engaged in research desling 
with instruction in reading or with 
the diagnosis and correction of read= 
ing disabilities, 


b, Those engaged in the supervision years, 
of the teaching of reading. 
c, Those engaged in the teaching of Sec, 6, ‘hen vacancies occur among the

d. Parents of minor children. 
e, Those affilinted professionally 


permanent members of the Exccutivo 
Borrd, the remaining members of the 
Executive Bosrd shall nominate to the 
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Council, at the annual mecting, a pre= 
eminent educator, whose lifcevork has 
been related to rescarch or instruce 
tion in reading, as a candidate for the 
vecant permenent membership on the Exe 
ecutive Board. By a mejority vote, the 
members present at the meeting of the 
Council may elect or reject the nonmi- 
nated candidate. If elected, the per- 
son so elected shall hold office for 
life or until he resigns, If the nom 
ination be rejected, the Executive 
Board shall nominste another candidate 
and the process of the election of per-= 
manent members, 2s destribed in this 
section, above, shall be repented until 
all vacant positions sre filled, pro- 
vided, however, that no more than two 
permanent members of the Executive 
Board may be elected at any one annual 
meeting of the Council, 


Sec. 7. The Executive Bozrd shall elect 
an Executive-Secrotary from among its 
members when the position becomes va= 
cant. The Executive-Seccretery shall 
serve for tvo years from the date of 
his election, 

So long as his term as a member 
of the Executive Board is in force, the 
member clected to become Executive=Sec= 
retery shall be ontitled to a vote on 
the Executive Board, Thereafter he 
shall serve as Exccutive=Sccretary 
without vote until the expiration of 
his term of office as Executive-Scceretary, 

The Executive=-Secretery shall 
keep all records of the Council and of 
the Executive Board, and shall be the 
official agent for conducting business 
for either body as it may direct, 

The Executive=Secretary shall 
act as secretary, maintaining the usual 
records and minutes, at all mectings of 
both the Council and the Executive 
Board. 


Sec. 8. It shall bo within tho power of 
the Executive Board to charter local 
study groups from among the membership 
of the Council, which study groups may 
function locally within the provision 
of the issued charter, 


Article V = Elections 


Sec. 1. A nominating committee of thrce 
members shall be elected by the Exccue 
tive Board, This procedure is to be 
carried on by mail through the office 

of the Executive Secretary who shall 

arrange to complete the election of the 
nominating committee two months prior 
to the date cf the annual meeting and 
immediately notify the elected members 
of the nominating committee, 


Sec. 2. The nominating committee shall 
present nominees at the regular annual 
meet ing. 


Sec. 3. Nominations from the flovus shall 
be in order at the regular meeting, 


Sec. 4. Election of officers shall teke 
Place at the annual meeting and the 
elected officers shall take office at 
the termination of the annual meeting, 


article VI = Meetings 


Sec. 1. The Council shall meet four times 
each year, holding one meeting each dur- 
ing the months of October, December, 
February, and May, 


Sec. 2, The May meeting shall constitute 
the annual meeting. 


Sec. 3. The exact date and place of the 
meetings shall be determined by the Exe 
ecutive Board. 


Sec. 4 The President, with the advice of 
the Executive Board, shall determine 
the agenda for the mectings of the Coune 
cil. However, at each meeting, provi= 
sion must be made for motions from the 
floor by members in attendance at the 
meeting, All business shall be conduc- 
ted at meetings of the Council in accore 
dance with "Robert's Rules of Order, Re= 
vised, 


Sec. 5. Announcements of the date and 
pisce of the meetings shall be made 
either by notice or by publication in 
the pages of the official journal of 

the Council and sent by mail to all 

members of the Council, 
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Article VII = Publications 


The Executive Board shall appoint an 
Editorial Board, consisting of an editor 
who shall be a member of the Executive 
Board and associates to the number deemed 
necessary by the Executive Bonrd, all of 
which associates shall be members of the 
Council, This Editori2zl1 Bosrd shall have 
power to cause the publication of signi- 
ficant investigations, and scicntific 
experiments pertinent tc reading instruc- 
tion and the diagnosis 2nd correction of 
reading disabilities, It shall publish 
reports of all proceedings of the Council 
meetings. 


Article VIII = Amendments 


Sec, 1, The constitution may be amended 
by vote by two-thirds of the members 
present at an annual meeting, provided 
that copies of the proposed amendments 
have been mailed to the active members 
and received by them ons month prior to 
the meeting, 


Sec. 2. The Executive=Secretary shall 
mail copies of provosed amendments to 
the members of the Council, as provided 
in Section 1 of this Article, when ro- 
quested in writing so to do by ten menm= 
bers of the Council, 


Sec, 3, By unanimous vote of the Execu- 
tive Board all provisions of the con- 
stitution, except those pertaining to 
the annual meeting, may be sct aside 
to meet emergencics, Such action by 
the Executive Board must be renorted at 
the next annual meeting of the Council, 
and must also be reported in full in 
the first official publication by the 
Editorial Board subsequent to the date 
of the action, 


Article IX = Provision for 
Inaugurating Operation of the 
Constitution,
